concerning the effect of that command­ 
er’s presence. 
It is generally believed 
that if the London report is correct the 
arrival of General Chaffee at Tien Tsin 
will mean the instant cutting loose of 
British aud American forces from other 
troops and their advance under General 
Chaffee’s command. 
General Chaffee lins net gone to China 
to act as a subordinate commander in 
the allied army, unless that should com­ 
mend itself to him us the best way of 
carrying out his purposes. 
He is ex­ 
pected to carry out the policy of the 
United States without regard to its ac­ 
ceptability to other powers. 
The United States has already indi­ 
cated its impatience of the delay and its 
desire for an immediate forward move­ 
ment. 
It has represented to the other 
powers that such an advance should lie 
made and has directed Admiral Benn y 
to urge this policy on the other com­ 
manders. 
It is certain that immediate 
advance is the American policy and that 
the Americans only 
await 
General 
Chaffee’s arrival to begin carrying it 
out. 
The extraordinary rapidity 
of 
Chaffee’s movements shows he realises 
how much depends on his prompt ar­ 
rival. 
Reports from London indicates to tho 
people who are 
aware of this state 
of 
affairs 
that 
the 
British 
are 
ready to fall in with Chaffee’s plan, even 
if other Europeans and Japanese donut. 
It is surmised that the British aroawar. 
of Chaffee’s intentions and ure now pre­ 
paring to join Americans in an advance 
as soon as Chaffee orders it and this is 
tho meaning of the report. 
It is certain, 
however, that Chaffee will begin a for­ 
ward movement at the earliest possible 
movement whether the British join or 
not. 
It is suggested that the British have 
been anxious for a forward movement, 
but have been handicapped by the small­ 
ness of their numbers and that they hail 
the news of Chaffee’s arrival as a means 
of carrying out their desires. 
They then 
will be no longer compelled to defer tc 
tile conflicting wishes of other command­ 
ers. 
It is concluded that General Chaffee 
w ill lie commander of the American and 
British forces when he marches oat ut 
Tieu Tsin. 
Perhaps by the time he ar­ 
rives there some of the other forces will 
be willing to join him, but in any event 
the American general will carry out his 
own policy, glad od support if he can get 
it, but determined on fulfilling his in­ 
structions even if ho goos it single 
handed.
